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ONE CENT DIME FOUND IN NEW ROLL OF 1956 CENTS 


Two years ago this month the above photos and article was published in this mag- 
azine. At that time we had some 1,000 circulation, today we are circulating 4,000 copies. 
Many of our new readers haven’t seen this piece or article, due to this and its great 
interest we have rewritten it. 

The proud owner is Donald Barer of Newark, N. J. Donald isn’t a collector, but 
when he opened a bank wrapped roll to make change for the cash register of the 
pharmacy where he worked, out came a shiny silver cent. His curiosity prompted him 
to inquire at some of the coin stores of its nature and value. It was interesting to hear 
some of the offers given. One dealer didn’t want it, others offered from $2.00 to $50.00. 
The last known offer was $125.00 from California in 1956, after the photo and article 
were published. The only other known piece similar to this was reported by Michael 
Kolman Jr., of Federal Coin Co., Ohio. 

The question of how it came about is still a mystery. It is one cent struck on a dime 
planchet, the obverse also has the impression of Roosevelt, right to left looking up. The 
reverse has the leaves and branch showing with (one dime) imprinted in the right 
wheat stalk. It has reeded edges and is slightly larger than a cent. Both impressions are 
raised. It is evident this coin went from one press hopper to another. The question then 
is, what is it, a cent or a dime?

The 1955 Double Shift Cent—During 
the past few years many collectors and 
dealers have inquired of the rarity and 
number of pieces of this Double Date 
Cent also if a listing in the catalogs 
is forth coming. One reliable source 
mentioned this error was caught at the 
mint, but the bags were accidently ship- 
ped to the Federal Bank in Mass. This 
area was the first to discover these 
double dates. It is estimated some 25,- 
000 were shipped, the average sales of 
these scarce coins are $15. in fine to $35. 
Unc. We feel this popular coin should 

be listed in the price books. Mr. Yeoman, editor of the Red Book 
whom I met in the ANA Phila. convention in 1957 mentioned, if the 
1955 double shift cent proved popular he would list it in the guide 
book. The next edition may have it. 

The Newark Coin Club, celebrated its 2nd anniversary at the 
last meeting October 14, 1958 with 40 members. Lots of coffee and 
3 big cakes were served. The election of new officers for the coming 
year were the same. A drawing of a set of cuff links and tie pin 
donated by Charles Leherer was won by yours truly, 3 chances were 
left, I played the percentage. 

The Central States Convention will be held in April, 1959 in 
Kansas City, Mo. The host coin club will be “Heart of America 
Numismatic Ass’n.” over 400 members listed this event should 
prove to be a big success. 

Through the many medium of advertising and coin clubs, the 
rate of new collectors and speculators are at a new high. Broken 
Bank notes and Confederate notes once could be bought in large 
quantities for a dollar or more, are now bringing the same price for 
one or two pieces. This obsolete currency is drawing new interest 
from the collector due to its interesting history and engraving.

“OFF-METAL” BEAUTY 


Jim Zuchowski, paying teller 
of the American National Bank, 
St. Joseph, Mo., recently was 
astonished to see a bronze nickel 
roll out of a “‘fresh’’ supply direct 
from the Kansas City Federal 
Reserve Bank. 

It is a beautiful, well-struck 
1957 Jefferson nickel, which ap- 
pears to be predominately bronze 
. . . probably struck on a bronze 
planchet. 

The coin is rimless with a dia- 
meter measurement of .807, as 
compared to a regular uncircula- 
ted Jefferson at .836. The thick- 
ness is .057 against .100, and is 
only .001 thicker than an uncir- 
culated Lincoln. Portions of the 
field, obverse and reverse, have 
a proof-like appearance. The mint 
mark “D” is well struck. All 
legend, obverse and reverse, very 
plain, with tops of letters “In 
God We Trust” and lower por- 
tions of “United States of Amer- 
ica” clipped slightly.

WITH POPE 


The burial of the late Pope 
Pius XII, had a semblence of 
ritual as the ancient Pharols of 
Egypt and other Majesty of 
ancient days. Many religions re- 
quire the coffin of the dead to 
contain monies of coins, medals 
and other materials for the jour- 
ney to their heaven.

$3,000.00 Worth of Rare Coins 
Saved by Alarm!! 

On Sunday evening, October 19, 
1958, thieves broke the show win- 
dow of the Stamp and Coin Shop 
of Kenneth H. Shedden, 19-A No. 
Montgomery St., Trenton 8, N. J. 

Among the coins were an 1856 
Flying Eagle cent, the very rar- 
est of the Flying Eagle cents val- 
ued at $600.00, and the 1916 S.L. 
quarter valued at $235.00. After 
smashing the window the buglar 
alarm sounded and the thieves 
fled the scene.

Q. I heard that the figure on the 
Indian head cent represents the 
Godess of Liberty and not an 
Indian, is this true? 

A. Yes it is. In 1825 the govern- 
ment made an offer of $1000 to 
the designer of a new cent being 
contemplated. Some Indian chiefs 
from the North West territories 
were touring the East. James 
Longacre, who was the mint’s 
chief engraver, invited them to 
spend the evening with him. 
While Longacre’s daughter Sarah 
aged 10, was being amused by 
the Indians. One of the chiefs 
placed his war bonnet on the 
child’s head. Longacre, knowing, 
of the competition for the new 
cent design, quickly sketched his 
daughter and entered the portrait 
as his design for the coin. This 
is how the famous I.H. came into 
being. 

Q. What is a Goloid Set? 

A. “Goloid” metal was the brain 
child of Dr. Wheeler Hubbell. It 
was a compound of gold, silver 
and some copper. Goloid was sup- 
posed to be legal tender and was 
thought to be the answer for th> 
exciting rivalry between silver 
and gold. These were several pat- 
terns made of the metal (mostly 
$H sella). A set, lacking the sella, 
can be assembled for about $100. 
with the stella much more. 

Q. What is the rarest silver or 
minor coin ever issued by the 
U. S. Government ? 

A. The 1853 “O” 158 without 
arrows and rays is the rarest 
“major type” coin, struck by the 
U. S. Government, known. Most 
people think that a large number 
of these coins were melted at the 
mint leaving only 2 or 3 known 
today. I'll probably get an argu- 
ment on the above subject, so if 
you have other ideas write me. 
(If in my opinion your letter 
merits publication Ill send it in 
to the publisher). 

Q. What are the reasons for not 
cleaning coins? 

A. The reason I am bringing up 
this inquiry is because most col- 
lectors have mistaken notions 
about cleaning coins. In most 
cases the main reason for not 
cleaning coins is that no method 
of coin cleaning can restore the 
original lustre to a coin. Clean- 
ing coins in any condition usually 
produces an unnatural look that 
usually endangers the coins val- 
ue. However a paste of baking 
soda and water rubbed on a silver 
gold or nickel coins surface and 
then rinsed off with luke warm 
water and dried will usually im- 
prove the appearance of the coin. 
You can remove some corrosion 
from copper coins by whipping 
them 2 or 3 times across a rug. 
But no method can ever repro- 
duce the original lustre.
